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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to applicant's argument that there is 
no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying 
the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found, 
either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 
1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, Collins 1 Internet 
server presents to data to remote users in a graphical manner, where each of the monitoring stations includes an Internet browser. Fowler 
teaches using java applications (programs, executable applets) for use via a remote web interface run by a java VM on the microprocessor 
allowing a user to access, configure, program, manage, and maintain (monitor and adjust) different units (at least col. 7, lines 7-25; col. 
10, lines 50-59; col. 13, lines 50-64; col. 14, lines 28-38; col. 15, tines 43-54; col. 16, lines 57-64). Thus, one skilled in the art would have 
the knowledge, and thus motivation, to combine the teachings of Fowler with Collins, as Collins simply fails to teach using an executable 
applet, such as Java, a very well known programming language and environment used with client browsers, and Fowler teaches the use of 
Java for managing external physical conditions, and thus in the same operating environment of Collins. 
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
